NATURE VS, MAN 


It has been said that "Nature slays more game 
than man." Doubtless, no one will dispute this 
fact. Tile mortality rate in nature is high. On¬ 
ly a small percentage of the individuals of any 
species that begin life with the fertilisation of 
the ovum ever reach maturity. Nature has made 
provision for her wastefulness of life by making 
each species far more prolific than would be 
necessary, if it were not for this great loss. How¬ 
ever, nature has not and cannot make any pro¬ 
vision to offset the loss in numbers slain by 
man. Although nature is helpless in this re¬
